Captain J. T. Boone 

A man of action, Captain J. P. 
Brady served in the Southwest 
Pacific with attack transports be- 
fore coming to this hospital a 
year ago as Executive Officer. His 
18 years as a medical officer in the 
U. S. Navy have found him a 
“square shooter” ... a capable 
executive rendering honest judg- 
ment in every activity. His close 
friend and first editor of “The 
Stethoscope.” Chaplain J. J. Keen- 
an, referred to him often as being 
the mainspring of the hospital. 

His contribution toward “The 
Stethoscope” has been paramount 
in its year of progress in quality 
and appearance. 

WHAT? 7 . . NO ARMY? 

Navy Nurse Marybelle Miller of 
ward 43 at this hospital will be able 
to swap a lot of sea stories with her 
family after the war . . . when her 
brothers and sisters return from 
Navy duty. Her family is recog- 
nized as one of the most outstand- 
ing patriotic families in their home 
town, according to the Columbus 
(O.) newspapers. 

Her sister, Glenda Miller, also a 
Navy Nurse, is stationed at Cleve- 
land, Ohio. Dorn Miller, her second 
oldest brother, who lies buried on a 
Pacific Island, was a pilot of a 
Navy Corsair. The oldest brother, 
who served a peacetime hitch, is 
doing war work at Lake Erie, and 
two other brothers are gunner’s 
mates. 


Born at the time Captain J. T. 
Boone, one of the most decorated 
men in the Navy, took command, 
The Stethoscope honors him as its 
Godfather. It is therefore a double 
anniversary for a father and his 
child. 

As he took over the command on 
the morning of May 18, 1943, there 
was a pervading sense of dignity, 
enhanced by remarks to the staff of 
medical officers, nurses and en- 
listed men who were to serve under 
him. His plea for loyalty and co- 
operation found a ready response in 
the hearts of all present, and a suc- 
cessful and happy regime began 
under his guiding hand. The Steth- 
oscope in its modest beginning 
gained its inspiration from its Com- 
manding Officer.

Construction on the Hospital 
Chapel will officially begin on Sun- 
day, May 28. Its establishment is 
one of the most significant steps 
forward in the advancement of 
spiritual and moral welfare. The 
aim of our Commanding Officer 
since he assumed his duties here a 
year ago has been to provide a 
Chapel for this compound which 
would be suitable and conducive to 
Divine Worship. It is due to his per- 
sistent efforts in this regard that 
his dream is about to be realized 
and construction actually to begin. 

An appropriate ceremony in 
which dignitaries of local churches 
and religious organizations will be 
present has been planned and all 
members of the staff and their 
friends are urged to be present for 
the ground breaking service. 

The site selected for the Chapel 
is at the north end of the compound 
on a ridge in a wooded section of 
the hospital grounds which will 
give the Chapel a position of prom- 
inence overlooking most of the 
buildings.
